[0002] The technology described in this application relates to an improved system and method 
of monitoring compliance with a Point of Purchase (POP) advertising program that displays one 
or more advertising signs or marketing materials, and more particularly to the monitoring of and 
exposure to advertising signs or marketing materials displayed at gas stations, convenience 
stores, grocery stores, mass merchandising outlets, drug stores, specialty retail outlets {e.g., pet 
stores, record stores, book stores), consumer electronics stores, etc. 

BACKGROUND 

[0003] It is desirable to monitor retailer compliance with advertising programs. Advertising 
that is not displayed has no value to a company. However, non-compliance with an advertising 
program is difficult to detect in a timely manner.
